MACHIASPOBT—rhe weather remains 


clear and cool, being very favorable lor 
farmers. Farmers are cutting barley and 
oats tbis week. The crops in this vicinity 
are now nearly all cut. There will not be 
such a large number of bushels to the 
acre as there wag last year, but of a better 
quality taking it all round. There has 
been no frost to speak of 
Some of my 


neighbors are crying out potato bugs and 
grubs, rust and rot, small potatoes and a 
few In a hill. I have no reasan to eom- 
plain. I planted the ttrst of Hay. on new 
ground. They come up well and strong, 
planted on barn manure and phosphate, 
cultivated well 
They have done nicely. 


I finished digging yesterday^ They are 
good size and quality, very little rot or 
rust, better crop than last yeat. My hay 
crop was twenty per cent., Better than 
last year, boused In the very best condi- 
tion, (good enough for me). Would like 
to make a more lengthy report, but have 
been under the weather for several weeks. 
Ills quite an effort to write. "Owing to 
tbe continued dry weather we ought to 
have collected a splendid lot ot agricul- 
tural exhibits In this State to send t<) the 
county and State fairs 
They will in- 


clude fine specimens of many kinds, too 
numerous to mention."

[ -ore what I can learn their severity was 
eMiflned to a radius of elgbt or ten miles 
(-on) here. 
About the 20h hour of tbe 10th the rain 


came down in torrents with thupder and 
lightning almost continuous fen an hoar. 
About two Inches of rain fell between 
l»50h and 20.40 h. 
Several buildings 


were burned by lightning. On tbe llth 
one shower passed over between 13 and 
l«h with moderate thunder and 0 83 Inch 
ot rain. 
Between 13 and 20h another 


w ith severe thunder and 0 94 loett ot rain 
occurred and other buildings were burn- 
ed 
The damage so far as I have beeo 


able to get estimates aggregates 97,300. 
add does not Indicate all the property 
bujrned. A few trees were blown down 
or branches blown off."
